with Japan. 


When the ambassador has receiv- 


ed Secretary Bryan's formal commu- 
nication it will be necessary for him 
to communicate it to the foreign of- 
fice at Tokio and 
receive instruc- 


tions for preparing a rejoinder, so 
that probably a week wiil elapse be- 
fore the negotiations can move an- 
other step. 


Interest has been excited by Gov- 
ernor Johnson's 
quietation of that 
part of the California law which ap- 
pears to limit his action so far as 
it recognizes Japanese rights to the 
existing treaty of 1911, and there if 
some speculation as to whether that 
was intended to foreshadow a re- 
fusal on the part of the California 
authorities to be bound by the stip- 
ulations of any 
treaty that 
may 


hereafter be negotiated between the 
United States and Japan that would 
appear to be in conflict with the pro- 
visions of the new law.
